tracted student mother in Paris

him. Sy way of giving him a 
sood start on the steep ascent of 
fame. she asked Leoncavelic. com- 


poser of “Pagliacci.” to come from 
italy and write an opera after the 
story of “Zaza.” bis was ccne, 
although the composition did not 
rival Leoncavello’s other work. The 
reason is obvious; he worked out 
of no inspiration or love of his sub- 
ject-matter: he worked exclusively 
out of a desire to please his fnend, 
Bernhardt. 

About this time Bernhardt for- 
warded a play by Berton to Oscar 
Wilde, hoping, no doubt, that he. 
out of friendship for her, even if 
out of no ¢{nterest in the literature 
at all would offer to transiate it 
into English. Wise Bernhardt: 
She had then mastered Wilde's 
methods of advertising, attained to 
the pinnacle so far as advertising 
herself was concerned, and then 


passed on to contributing to the 
celebrity of her lovers. 
By way @f painting Bernhardt 


faithfully. it should be said that 
this willingness to share the .ime- 
light with another was not hers for 
permanency. She was il once in 
New York, and though confined ‘to 
her rooms at the Knickerbocker, 
fairly monopolized the front pages 
of the papers. a ‘friend who hau 
been nursing her went out one dar 
and returned later than usual.

Bernhardt inquired.
